Developments in British Politics and
Society Tersely Touched Upon,

NEW SOCIAL REFORM CRUSADE

The sedute British Matron Is Shocked ot
the Costumes and Antles in Two
Naughty Playbonses and
Wants Them Closed.

Special Correapondence of The Tribune,
London, Oct. 18,

Coming events cast thelr shadows be-
fore, and by reading the speeches now
belng made in various parts of this lit-
tle island it would appear that this gov-
ernment has a4 very warm time In store
when parllament assemblea for the win-
ter gesglon, Mr, Joey Chamberlain has
ugnin been busy, this time in talking to
hig own constituents at Birmingham,
On this occaslon he dismlssed the
YHome Rule” question with o very few
words, “I intend for once,” he sald,
“to leave this question severely alone,
The Irish people are sick of thelr polit-
fcal leaders who have made profit out
of social disturbance, and are engaged
in exposing the meanness, the mendacl-
ty, and the petty vanities that have all
wlong underlain this so-called national
and patriotic agitation.” The rest of a
long peroration was directed to giving
the existing government “beans’” gen-
erally, and the “Local Veto BII" a
trouncing In particular. The object of
the veto bill Is, in the first place, to put
down drink, and the bill runs on the fol-
lowing lnes: It aims at preventing
drinking rather than drunkenness and
seekR to punish the publiean while it
ruins the comfort of & modernte man
who deslres to relleve his thirst. The
blll destroys local option, and should
finy district decide that it does not want
any publie houses In {ts vielnlty then
the licences must go, and publicans—
who are not necessarlly sinners—are
absolutely rulned, for nothing in the
LIl provides for any compensation.
This Is obviously unfair, and It was to
thig question that Joey mainly directed
his remarks, He poured fluods of satire
on the usunal eight-hours’-work meas-
ure, too, and winted to know whether
we should require two shifts of servants
in the future, “Fancy,” he sald, "be-
Ing In o storm at gea and the sailors
saying thelr eight hours was up, and
they could not do any more work,"”

Then Mr, John Redmond, M. P., has
been having his little “go’ at the gov-
ernment. The occaslon was o meeting
in support of the Parnellite party.
Strangely enough Mr, Redmond does
not agree with the abolitlon of the
House of Lords. He sald that if the
question of abolitlon comea before
“Home Rule"” then the latter would be
permanently shelved, ‘No,” says Mr.
Redmond, “'let there be another election
and then If a substantinl majority be
In favor of Home Rule, then the Lords
dare not reject the measure” He de-
clired that it was the duty of all Irish-
men o bring about the dissolution of
the present government., Resolutions
wure p:ms}«l to this effect and the result
will be that Lord Rosebery will lose a
few of his supporters, Whatever his
views may be, Redmond Is certalnly
a genuine patriot,

A thorough sportsman, good fellow
and English gentieman has just pessed
guddenly away, In the person of Sir
John Astley, Many will miss the genial
“Mate,” for nothing in the way of sport
wihs beneath his notice, Boxing, boat-
Ing, shooting, salling, the turf—all had
their attructions for him, In 1848 he
was gazetted to the Scots guards, and
fought In the Crimean war, belng
wounded in the neck at the battle of
Almun, His Nfe was one of ups and
downs, a vich man pne day, and, as he
expregsed it himsell, “deuced short”
the next. Desplte this Blr John mixed
in the best society, and was loking for-
wird only a few days before his death
to a shooting party of which the Prince
of Wales was to be & member, One of
his sporting matches Is worth recount-
Ing. He and Caledon Alexander made
three matehes; one to plow un acre of
land for £200: two, to shoot Mfty pigeons
for L£200; and three, to ride their own
horses & mile and o half at Newmarket
for o “monkey.'”” The last named came
off first, Bir John welghed 16 stone, 6
pounds, and Aleg, 16 stone; and although
hetting was agalnst him, Sir John won
by three lengthe, Alexander won the
shooting mateh but, sad to say, the
ploughing mateh never came off much
to the “Mate's" dissappointment.
